Italy will send 40,000 more workers 
for employment in German industry, 
making a total of about 110,000. 

Netherlanders the world over are 
preparing to pay a “voluntary” in-

The Royal Canadian Air Force 


made known that Americans enlist- 
ing in the air force no longer get a 
written agreement exempting them 
from overseas service. 5 

Great lakes steamship authorities 
said they expect a shortage of ex- 
perienced seamen on the lakes this 
year due to the number of sailors 
who have joined the armed Services. 

Sugar beet acreage will be reduced | 
‘from 23,964 to 22,600 in southern 
Alberta in 1941 because of large 
sugar stocks in western Canada, it| 
was announced. 

A plane recently completed to be 
used in anti-aircraft practice, is 
radio-controlled, powered with a 80- 
horsepower engine and is capable of 
a top speed of 150 miles an hour. 


Construction in Halifax harbor of 
a floating drydock big enough to ac- 


commodate the largest merchant and 
fighting ships afloat was possible in 
the near future, the Halifax Chron- 
icle said. 

Postmaster General Mulock said 
mail moving through the base post 
office and addressed to Canadian sol- 
diers abroad in 1940 totalled approxi- 
mately 5,600,000 letters, 596,000 
pounds of newsprint and 3,260,000 
pounds of parcels. 

The labor department reported a 
total of 10 strikes and lockouts dur- 
ing January involved 1,453 workers 
and caused a time loss of 3,238 man 
working days. In the preceding 
month there were nine such disputes 
involving 903 workers and time loss 
of 3,360 days. 


Has Never Been Popular 


Manx Cat Not Greatly Admired Out- 
side Isle Of Man 

A contributor in the New York 
Sun tells us that perhaps the first 
authentic Manx cats in England, at 
least the first to be regularly bred 
there, were those of Miss Helen Hill 
Shaw. ‘Visiting in the Isle of Man as 
a young girl some 50 or 60 years 
ago, She fell in love with the tailless 
cats and took several with her to 
Surrey. Miss Shaw formed the Bri- 
tish Manx Cat Society, and wrote 
charming books about her pets. 

But the cat, quaint and intelligent 
and affectionate as it is, never has 
been really popular. The late C. A. 
House, veteran breeder and judge, 
said in his “Our Cats and All About 
Them,” published in London 40 years 
ago, “The Manx fancy has fits and 
starts... . At the moment this breed 
is not extravagantly popular.” 

Manx admirers insist that lack of 
a tail makes a cat trim and ship- 
. shape, that “tail-wavers” look .un- 
gainly in comparison. But the human 
race is conservative, and always has 
taken its cats with tails.

In ‘those eight years he forced na- 
tions which were striving to raise 
the living conditions of their people 
to a higher level to join in the bank- 
rupting armament race.

He 
has raised across Europe, from Scan- 
dinavia to the Rock of Gibraltar, one 
long wail of anguish. He has mur- 
dered the infant in its pram in Ber- 
mondsey and caused bombs to fall on 
Berlin and half a hundred German 
cities.

After Twenty Years 


Man Sentenced To Death In Russia 
On Old Charge’ 


More than 20 years after the Rus- 
sian Civil War, Col. Anany Volynetz 
was sentenced to death before a fir- 
ing squad on charge of leading a 
White Russian band which killed 340 
persons, it was disclosed in Moscow. 

Volynetz, who fled into Poland 
after the war, was captured at Rov- 
no when the Soviets incorporated the 
Western Ukraine in September, 1939, 
and was tried at Kiev. 

Witnesses testified that he was the 
leader of White Russians who killed 
300 persons in an attack on the town 
of Gaisin, June 5, 1919. In another 
raid on the village of Kublich, they 
testified, he tortured 26 persons to 
obtain contributions and hanged 40.
